The Southwestern Telephone 
Workers’ Union in a surprise 
move today offered to accept a 
company offer of a wage increase 
of $4 a wesk, provided Southweast- 
ern Bell Telephone Co, agreed to 
arbitrate the differences between 
the company offer and the union's 
demand for an increase of $5 as 
well as fringe increases in the 
most recent union and company 
proposals, | 

Acceptance of the union propo- 
sition would end the 38-day strike 
here immediately, D. L. McCowen, 
president of the union, said. If 
the company agrees to pay the $4, 
arbitrate as proposed and to per- 
mit all employes to return to work 
without discrimination against 
any, McCowen said, employes will 
be ordered to their jobs at orice. 

The company negotiating com- 
mittee has retired to study the 
union proposal, 

At the request of the union, 
federal conciliators called a spe- 
cial meeting at Mayfair Hotel at 
2 p.m. 3 after the meeting 
began, the union laid its new pro- 
posal on the table. 

Immediate Return Proposed, 

Under the union offer, the com- 
pany’s latest offer, made Monday 
night, would go into effect imme- 
diately. Then, on the prompt 
restoration of phone service, ar- 
bitrators would be selected to hear 
the rival contentions on wage 
scales, differences over town 
reclassifications, board and lodging 
allowances for workers away from 
home and other fringe items. 

The union's last demand was 
for a basic wage increase of $5 
a week and fringe increases val- 
It contended 
this demand was in line with the 
pattern established recently in 
manufactur: industries—steel, 
automobiles and electrical equip- 
ment, 

With the company’s proposal of 
$4, plus fringes amounting to a 
total of 27 cents, the two parties 
are $1.73 a week apart. It is this 
amount that would be arbitrated, 
in effect, 

Original plans for today called 
for separate meetings of concilia- 
tors with George C. Gephart, vice 
president of the company, and 
then, with the union, in an effort 
to find some workable formula for 
ending the walkout. At 10 a.m. 
the union notified the conciliation 
service it would like a joint meet- 
ing with the company. Little 
progress was made toward settle- 
ment yesterday. 

Union’s Offer. 

The union informed the com- 
pany at yesterday's meeting that 
it was idea | to withdraw five 
points from its revised schedule 
of 20 demands and alter three re- 
maining ones. It accepted, more- 
over, two compromises on fringe 
issues proposed by the company. 

-Following its rejection of the 
union modifications, a company 
spokesman declared: “We meant 
what we said Monday. It was our 
final proposal. Wé have no other 
proposal to offer.”

RUSSIA CALLS FOR 
END Jo BRITAIN 
PALESTINE RULE 


Gromyko Suggests Dual 
Arab - Jew State —

NEW YORK, May 14 (AP)— 
Russia today delivered a vigorous 
attack on Britain’s administration 
of Palestine amd demanded imme- 


diate termination of the League 
of Nations mandate. 

As one possible solution of the 
Holy Land problem, Russia recom- 
mended creation of a dual Arab- 
Jewish state. 

The Soviet position was set 
forth by Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko as the ex- 
traordinary session of the United 
Nations Assembly moved toward 
final action creating an 11-nation 
Palestine inquiry commission, 

He said British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin had admitted 
failure of the mandate as a solu- 
tion to the Palestine problem and 
that several commissions had ar- 
rived at the same conclusion, He 
said discussions before the Assem- 
bly had shown that the present 
situation in Palestine was a threat 
to peace. 

Now ‘a Police State.’ 

“Palestine is completely trans- 
formed into a police state,” he 
said. “Britain does not have the 
confidence of the people of Pale- 
stine.

UNITED EUROPE IS ANSWER 
TO MISERY, CHURCHILL SAYS 


He Calls on Britain and France to Seize ‘Su- 
preme Opportunity’ to End 


German 


Menace.

LONDON, May 14 (AP)—Wins- 
ton Churchill appealed tonight for 
universal support for a United 
States of Europe and assured 
Russia such a union would not 
be a “sinister plot against the 
Soviet.” 

He urged Britain and France to 
be “founder partners” in the 
movement, 

He said that the “German prob- 
lem” was incapable of solution 
“except within the framework and 
against the background of a 
united Europe.” 

“Germany today lies prostrate, 
famishing among ruins,” Church- 
in said, “Obviously no initiative 
can be expected from her. It is 
for France and Britain to take 
the lead. Together they must, in 
a friendly manner, bring the Ger- 
man race back into the European 
circle.” 

“In a continent of divided na- 
tional states, Germany and her 
hard-working people will not find 
the means or scope to deploy her 
energies, Economic suffocation 
wil inevitably turn their thoughts 
to revolt and revenge.” 

He spoke before a “United Eu- 
rope” meeting in London's Royal 
Albert Hall, 

Suggestion on Germany. 

Without prejudice to any future 
issue involving a German federa- 
tion, Churchill said, individual 
German states now being formed 
“might well be invited to take 
their place in the council of Ku- 
rope.” 

He forecast “dark and doubtful” 
propects for the world’s peace 
„unless some effective world sup- 
ermgovernment, for the purposes of 
preventing war, can be set up and 
begin its reign” But, he added, 
“without a united Europe there 
ig no prospect of world govern- 
ment,” 

Churchill called Europe a “rub- 
ble heap, a charnel house, a breed- 
ing ground for pestilence and 
hate.” 

But, he said, if the people of 
Europe resolve to work together 
for mutual advantage, “they still 
have it in their power to sweep 
away the horrors and miseries 
which surround them and to al- 
low the streams of freedom, hap- 
piness and abundance to begin 
again their healing flow.” 

“This is the supreme opportuni- 
ty,” he declared, and if it be cast 
away, no one can predict that it 
will ever return or what the re- 
sulting catastrophe will be.” 

For All of Europe. 

Churchill said “our aim is to 
bring about the unity of all na- 
tions of all Europe.” 

In another phase of the speech 
Churchill, accepting “without 
question” the supremacy of the 
United Nations, said: 

“There is the United States with 
all its dependencies, there is the 
Soviet Union; there is the British 
Empire and Commonwealth, and 
there is Europe, with which Great 
Britain is profoundly blended. 

“Here are the four main pillars 


of the world temple of peace. Let 
us make sure that they will all 
bear the weight which will be re- 
posed upon them. 

“We seek to exclude no state 
whose territory Hes in Europe and 
which assures to its peoples those 
fundamental human and personal 
rights and liberties on which our 
democratic European civilization 
has been created,” 

Asserting that the time has 
come for ending Europe's poverty 
and quarrels, Churchill declared. 

“Do we imagine that we can be 
carried forward indefinitely upon 
the shoulders—broad though they 
be-—-of the United States?” 

“When I first began writing 
about the United States of Europe 
some 15 years ago,” Churchill said, 
“I wondered whether the United 
States of America would regard 
such a development as antagonis- 
tic to their interests, or even con- 
trary to their safety. 

“But all this has passed away 
The whole movement of American 
opinion is favorable to the revival 
and recreation of Europe. This is 
surely not unnatural when we re- 
member how the manhood of the 
United States has twice in a life- 
time been forced to recross the 
Atlantic Ocean and give their lives 
and shed their blood and pour out 
their treasure as the result of 
wars originating from ancient 
European feuds. I have no 
doubt that, far from encountering 
any opposition or prejudice from 
the great republic of the new 
world, our movement will have 
their blessing and their aid.” 

Churchill said “the creation of a 
healthy and contented Europe is 
the first and truest interest of 
the Soviet Union.”

$4,500,000 VOTED BY STATE 
SENATE FOR DIRECT RELIEF 


Increase of $1,500,000 Over Sum Set by 
House—Part of $30,928,000 Public 
Assistance Bill.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14—A 
state direct relief allotment of 
$4,500,000 was approved last night 
as the Senate passed a bill appro- 
priating $30,928,500 for support of 
Missouri's 1947-48 public assistance 
program, 

The relief allotment, providing 
funds for care of unemployable 
needy persons, represents an in- 
crease of . $1,500,000 over the 
House-approved appropriation. It 
is far short, however, of the $7,- 
346,400 requested by the state Di- 
vision of Welfare as necessary to 
meet the minimum needs of relief 
recipients, 

Currently there are about 27,000 
indigent persons on the relief 
rolls. Payments average about 
$8.57 a month, or only 52 per cent 
of need. The Senate relief appro- 
priation is about 61 per cent of 
the estimated needs. The $3,000,- 
000 House allotment would have 
provided only 41 per cent. 

Before the Senate adopted the 
amendment offered by its appro- 
priations committee, increasing 
the funds to $4,500,000, efforts 
were made by Senators Anthony 
M. Webbe, St. Louis, and Floyd 
R. Gibson, Kansas City, to make 
the allotment higher. They re- 
ceived little support for their 
amendments, 

In passing the bill, the Senate 
added $500,000 to the fund for aid 
of dependent children, fixing that 
allotment at $3,500,000, and gave 
the Welfare Division $1,700,000 for 
administrative purposes, an in- 
crease of $200,000 over the House 
figure, 

The bin must be returned to 
the House for concurrence in 
amendments. The House is ex- 
pected to refuse to concur and 
send the bill to a conference for 
settlement of the differences, 

The largest expenditure pro- 
posted in the bill is $20,000,000 for 
old-age assistance. Other public 
aid funds are $1,116,000 for blind 
pensions and $112,500 for their ad- 
ministration. 


An estimated $33,853,690 in fed- 
eral matching grants will be re- 
ceived by Missouri on the basis of 
the state allotments, making a 
total of $64,782,190 available for 
support of the public assistance 
programs during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

Extent of Federal Grants, 

The federal grants would be 
$26,910,000 for old-age pensions, 
$5,590,000 for aid to dependent 
children and $1,353,690 for admin- 
istration of these programs. The 
Government does not contribute to 
the direct relief program and the 
state is not eligible for federal 
blind pension aid because its pro- 
gram does not conform to federal 
requirements. 

Senator Webbe’s amendment 
would have fixed the relief appro- 
priation at the full amount re- 
quested by the Welfare Division. 
After its defeat, Senator Gibson 
sought to have the appropriation 
fixed at $6,000,000. 

Senator William H. Robinett, 
chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, led the opposition to 
both amendments. He charged 
the Webbe amendment was offered 
for “home consumption” and at- 
tacked it as “not sensible, im- 
practical, totally preposterous, un- 
reasonable, outrageous and fan- 
tastic.” 

He said the direct relief pro- 
gram was a “cancerous growth on 
the body politic.” Later, Robinett 
told the Senate that his remarks 
against the St. Louisan’s amend- 
ment were equally applicable to 
Gibson’s, 


Senator Ralph Erdwin, Con- 
cordia, offered an amendment to 
increase the old-age pension allot- 
ment $2,000,000, but it was voted 
down. 


The Senate passed five other 
major appropriation bills after 
considering more than 100 amend- 
ments to them during the after- 
noon and evening sessions, About 
$3,300,000 were added to the House 
allotments. Most of the measures 
are expected to go to conference 
committees.

MEDAL FOR MERIT 
GIVEN TO SNYDER 
FOR WORK IN WAR 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (UF 
President Truman today con- 
ferred the Medal for Merit on 
Secretary of Treasury John W. 
Snyder of St. Louis for his serv- 
ices as executive vice president 
of the Defense Plant Corp. from 
1940 to 1943. 

Snyder, one of Truman's oldest 
friends and political associates, 
was taken by surprise as he 
walked from the Treasury to the 
President’s office in response to 
a summons. He found a large 
group including his own family, 
members of the Cabinet and the 
White House staff awaiting him. 

Truman ushered the assembly 
into the White House rose garden. 
There he cited Snyder for having 
“effectively” directed the organ- 
ization of DPC “to provide for the 
financing and construction of fa- 
cilities required for the success 
ful prosecution of the war.” 

As the President pinned the 
medal on Snyder's lapel the sec- 
retary said he was deeply touched 
and hoped that he deserved the 
award. 

Tou certainly deserved it,“ the 
President told him. 

That medal board had no in- 
structions from anyone. It is an 
independent board. 

“And it is the hardest medal to 
get within the gift of the Govern- 
ment. You earned it or you would 
not have had it.”

within a few hours after the 
lynching. It was read into the 
record over the protests of the 
gefense lawyers. 


In the unfolding of this case, 
the state is dealing with a partic- 
ularly fiagrant lynching. Brown, 
the taxicab driver, was fatally 
stabbed by a Negro passenger the 
night of Feb. 15. while he ways 
driving near Liberty, a few miles 
from here in Pickens county 
Earle was arrested on circumstan-

This means that 
injunction or other extraordinary 
legal means may be used, and 
that suits for damages may be 
instituted for breach of contract. 

Some Strikes Barred. 

Jurisdictional and sympathy 
strikes, secondary boycotts and 
strikes by public employes are 
prohibited, and employes partici- 
pating in them may be punished 
for commission of a misdemeanor, 
the penalty for which is a fine 
of not more than $1000, imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, 
or both. Such strikes may also 
be stopped by injunction. 

The vote was the same as that 
by which the utility strike bill 
passed the Senate, 20 to 11, but 
there was some shifting of indi- 
vidual votes. Senator Michael 
Kinney of St. Louls, and Senator 
Floyd R. Gibson of Kansas City, 
who voted for the utility bill, 
voted against the general bill, 
while Senator Ralph Erdwin of 
Concordia, who voted against the 
utility bill, voted for the general 
bill, Senators Frank M. Frisby of 
Bethany and Edward V. Long of 
Bowling Green, who were absent 
on the vote last week, voted for 
the bill yesterday. Senator Ed R. 
Caldwell of Perry, who voted 
against the utility bill, was absent 
yesterday, as was Senator C. 
Hawkins of Brumley, who voted 
for the utility bill. 

The vote came after more than 
two hours of debate, which was 
opened by Senator Charles L. 
Madison of Kansas City, author 
of an even stronger bill, for which 
the Committee on Industrial Re- 
lations substituted the one passed 
yesterday. Madison said the sub- 
stitute attempted to correct abuses 
in labor practices for the protec- 
tion of the public which was not 
a party to the labor disputes. 

He said its purpose was to pre- 
vent strikes unless they were ap- 
proved by a majority of all those 
in a collective bargaining unit in 
a particular plant who were eli- 
gible to vote, and particularly to 
prohibit strikes in plants in which 
the employer and the employe 
were not in dispute.

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To Avert a Veto 


The Senate adopted the Republican labor bill 
yesterday by a majority of 68 to 24, a formidable 
margin but not formidable enough to assure the 
overriding of a presidential veto. Twenty-one 
Democratic votes were cast for the bill. If party 
discipline proved sufficient to change only six 
or so of these, a veto would be sustained. Herice 
if the Republicans really want remedial labor 
legislation, rather than merely an embarrass- 
ment to the President, they should ascertain his 
views and, as far as they conscientiously can, 
modify the bill accordingly. 

The two worst objections to the Senate bill 
are the ban on the closed shop and provision 
Though 
the closed shop has many objectionable features, 
its elimination would disturb long-established re- 
lationships in many plants or industries. As for 
industry-wide bargaining, it is a matter for man- 
agement and labor to decide; in Sweden and 
England industry-wide bargaining is favored by 
management and labor alike. 

Most of the other provisions of the Senate bill 


are definitely needed steps to equalize the re- 


sponsibilities of unions and employers, or at 
worst are not of sufficient import to justify a 
veto. The House bill, with which the Senate 
measure must compete in conference committee, 
is much more punitive. Several of its clauses 
should be resisted. 

For example, the prohibition against union 
political contributions or expenditures. Politi- 
cal contributions of labor organizations are regu- 
lated already in the Hatch Act. Any tightening 
of the regulations should be dealt with in amend- 
ments to the Hatch Act, where equal attention 


can be paid to tightening up the contributions of 


corporations and business men. 
The House bill is vindictive and destructive in 
its provision abolishing the National Labor Rela- 


tions Board. The Senate bill goes far enough 


in enlarging the board and separating its prose- 
cuting and judicial functions. 

Also, the House provision against jurisdictional 
strikes and the secondary boycott goes much 
further than the corresponding Senate provi- 
sion and would open the way for anti-union 
employers to whipsaw unions in court. 

On the other hand, the House bill has some 
corrective provisions which the Senate conferees 
should accept. Legislation is needed to protect 
workers from unreasonably high dues and initia- 
tion fees, which are monopolistic in intent, and 
to-protect employers and consumers from the 
ridiculous extremes of “feather-bedding” exem- 
plified in some industries. There can be no 
reasonable objection to the prohibition of violent 
picketing, or of “mass picketing” when it is de- 
signed to bar entry to a plant. 

In the conference bills the nation is in easy 
reach of labor legislation which the majority of 
citizens evidently have wanted for several years. 
The Case bill fiasco must not be repeated. 

Minority Leader Barkley made it clear yester- 
day that the President would welcome a meeting 
with representatives of the conference commit- 
tee to agree on the final bill. That implied in- 
vitation should be accepted in good faith. If 
it is so accepted, the long deadlock on labor 
legislation will be broken. 
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Third of Three 


Hjalmar Schacht, Hitler's finance minister and 

onetime Reichsbank president, is the third of the 
three war crimes defendants to be sentenced to 
prison by German de-Nazification courts after 
acquittal last year at Nuernberg. This is not so 
much a comment on the justice measured out 
by the four-power International Military Tribu- 
nal as it is evidence that the Germans them- 
selves are intent on making the high Nazis pay 
for their crimes, The Russian Judges, who blis- 
teringly denounced the release of the three who 
are now convicted by the German courts, must 
surely consider themselves vindicated, as indeed 
they are in degree. 
The Schacht case was one of the closest of all. 
Certainly Schacht was a major leader in the re- 
building of the German state to the point where 
it could occupy Europe and wage war on the 
world. Just as certainly he was thrown into a 
concentration camp by Hitler in 1944, Acquittal 
in the Allied court followed by conviction in the 
German court in itself shows this closeness of 
the issue. Those Germans who are trying to 
clean up their country will not find the job any 
more difficult because the Nazis’ financial wizard 
is under punishment.

“A Fool for the Unsolvable” 


If Robert A. Lovett, who is to be the new Un- 
der Secretary of State, can do in the State De- 
partment a job comparable to the one he did as 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, it will turn 
out to be one of the best appointments Presi- 
dent Truman has made. 

When Lovett came into the War Department, 
the air arm was divided into two competing and 
overlapping units, the GHQ Air Force and the 
Air Corps, and both were suffering incredibly 
from the disdain and neglect of the older armed 
services—the infantry, artillery and engineers. 
> As a flyer in World War I, and an ardent ex- 
ponent even then of strategic bombing, Mr. 
Lovett set out to reorganize the air arm and to 
give it its proper place in the new army. Of a 
conservative officer Lovett said, “He is a man 
who regards the airplane as a rather dangerous 
contraption from which a bolt might drop and 
scare the daylights out of his horse.” 

“They tell you you can't lick Germany with 
airpower,” he said. They say it can't be done. 
. « How the hell do they know? It's never 
been tried.” 

This nonconformist type of mind is sorely 
needed in the State Department. The world, and 
certain continents in particular, are in need of 
the ministrations of a mentality that can climb 
out of the worn grooves of diplomatic thinking. 

Some question may be raised as to Lovett's fi- 
nancial background. He is a partner in Brown 
Brothers-Harriman, one of the more powerful fi- 
nancial houses in New York. Secretary of Com- 


merce W. Averell Harriman is also a partner in 


this firm. This connection will be noted by the 
Laborite Government in England and of course 
by Moscow. It probably will be explored when 
Mr. Lovett's name comes up for confirmation. 

It is something to watch. There is good rea- 
son to think Mr. Lovett can keep his financial 


interests and his diplomatic duties separate. It 
is worth the gamble to see if he can do as well 
in the State as he did in the War Department. 
He has been called “a fool for the unsolvable,” 
and international relations just now call for a 
man like that. 
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Road to Settlement f 

Even though the telephone union committee 
has rejected the company's offer of an averaging 
$4.27 a week increase, the strike in the five-state 
territory of Southwestern Bell is nearer to settle. 
ment. : 

This is so for the simple reason that the posi- 
tions of the contestants are now brought much 
closer together. The union committee has given 
up many of its original requests and stands on 
a $6 a week increase ($5 plus “fringe* items). 
The company declines to grant this but makes 
the counter offer of $4 plus 27 cents in “fringe” 
items. 

A review of the major settlements by other 
Bell affiliates shows that in some instances 
agreements have been reached at rates of in- 
crease higher than that offered by Southwestern 
and in some instances at rates which are lower. 


For example, the long line settlement is for an 


average of $4.40 a week, including fringes, or 
13 cents a week more than the Southwestern’s 
latest offer. In New Jersey the operators have 
voted down an Agreement calling for an average 
increase of $4.76, or 49 cents more than South- 
western's latest offer. In Southern Bell a sub- 
stantially less offer of $2 to $4 plus fringes has 


‘been accepted. 


These differences are inevitable if bargaining 
is to be on a regional rather than industry-wide 
basis. They may be said to reflect many things 
—<differences in living costs, character of union 
leadership, skill of workers and outlook of man- 
agement and 80 on. 

Since the Bell System prefers regional settle- 
ments, there can be no standard rate of in- 
crease throughout the country. Wage rates and 
other elements in working conditions are better 
under some companies than others. 

The issue which remains is whether the tele- 
phone workers in this area are entitled to a 
normal cost of living increase comparable to 


that which has been set in the steel, automobile 


and electrical industries, Southwestern’s offer 
does not as yet come up fully to that specifica- 
tion. But at least the collective bargaining is 
in process. That is something which could not 
be said a week ago. Out of such give and take 
will come adjustment and in this case resump- 
tion of a seriously needed public service. 

Here is an opportunity for a truly great utility 
company, which for many years has rendered the 
publie a service of inestimable value, and for a 
young and unseasoned union, which has fought 
hard and well for its membership, to get together 
in the interest of all concerned—the company, 
the union and last, but by no means least, the

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Red Star Over Italy 


De Gasperi’s resignation as Premier. of Italy 
is significant of a growing determination in that 
country to rid the Government of ‘Communist 
influence. The determination is particularly 
keen in the Catholic Action Committee, an im- 
portant element of De Gasperi's Christian Demo- 
cratic Party, which had virtually handed him an 
ultimatum to “defend religion” from the Com- 
munists, The rising demand for a purge of Com- 
munists must have been encouraged, too, by the 
fact that the Ramadier Government in France 
has so far survived a similar purge. By all ac- 
counts also the United States State Department 
is pushing it along. i 

Italy starts off with an intrinsically poorer 
chance than France, however, because there is 
some question whether its politics have not got 
ahead of its economics. The Ramadier Govern- 
ment can offer the French the Monnet Plan for 
economic reconstruction and development. No- 
body but the Communists has so far offered the 
Italians much hope of deliverance from their 
economic chao 

The United States has spent a billion dollars 
in Italy and there is little to show for it,. be- 
cause it was spent planiessly, If Washington 
will supply funds and raw materials to be uti- 
lized according to some plan as austere and well- 
directed as the Monnet plan, and if this country 
will open its markets to Italian goods, Italian 
republicanism may yet be made a reality. Unless 
this is done speedily and completely, resistance 
to Communism in Italy will be attempting to do 
largely with politics alone what it takes both 
economics and politics to achieve. 
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12 Men 


Eight textile workers, two salesmen, a ship- 
ping clerk and a farmer have such an oppor- 
tunity to serve their country as is given to few 
men. Sitting as a jury in General Sessions 
Court at Greenville, S. C., they have the power 
to serve warning that Americans will ho longer 
condone the killing of other Americans on ac- 
count of any prejudice whatever. 

At the bar of justice before this jury are 31 
white men, charged with murder on four counts. 
Confessions from 26 of them are on record. They 
are accused of participating in a mob which on 
Feb. 17 took Willie Earle, a young Negro, from 
the county jail, slashed, tortured and mutilated 
him, and then killed him with a shotgun for the 
slashing and robbery of T. W. Brown, a taxi 
driver, who later died. 

By all the historic customs of their South, the 
12 jurymen are expected to free the accused. 
Murder, say these customs, is not a serious of- 


tense if the object is a Negro—even less so if 


it is committed to avenge an attack on a white 
person; and in any event it warrants no real in- 
conveniencing of a white man. 

These customs are degrading, and now they are 
passing. Every incident in which South Caro- 
lina law has proceeded right up to the impanel- 
ment of the jury—detection, arrest, indictment, 
dismissal of dilatory and obstructive legal tac- 
tles—attests that fact. The decent, responsible, 
enlightened citizens of Greenville, Southern 
white men, prompted the speedy and efficient 
operation of the law. 

Gov. Thurmond spoke for all such South Caro- 
linians when he said: “We in South Carolina 
want the world to know we will tolerate no mob 
violence.” Whether the world shall know it is 
wp to 12 men now.

Often a species must adapt to new con- 
ditions to survive, Today the atomic bomb 
has altered profoundly the nature of the 
world as we know it, and the human race 
consequently finds itself in a new habitat 
to which it must adapt its thinking. 


In the light of new knowledge, a world 
authority and an eventual world state are 
not just desirable in the name of brother- 
hood, they are necessary for survival, This 
must be the central fact in international 
affairs; otherwise we face certain disaster, 
Past thinking did not prevent world wars. 
Future thinking must prevent wars. 


Never before was it possible to make war 
without sending armies across borders. Now 


with rockets and atomic bombs no center 


of population on the earth’s surface is se- 
cure from destruction in a single attack. 


Our Frail Head-Start 


America has a temporary superiority but 
it is certain that we have no lasting se- 
cret. What nature tells one group of men, 
she will tell in time to any group interested 
and patient enough. But our temporary 
superiority gives this nation the tremen- 
dous responsibility of leading mankind's et- 
fort to surmount the crisis. 


Being an ingenious people, Americans 
find it hard to believe there is no foresee- 
able defense against atomic bombs. But 
this is a basic fact. 


Should one rocket with atomic warhead 
strike Minneapolis, that city would look 
almost exactly like Nagasaki. Rifle bullets 
kill men, but atomic bombs kill cities. A 
tank is a defense against a bullet but there 
is no defense in science against the weapon 
which can destroy civilization. 


Our defense is not in armaments, nor in 
acience, nor in going underground. Our de- 
fense is in law and order. Henceforth, every 
nation’s foreign policy must be judged at 
every point by one consideration: does it 
lead to a world of law and order or does 
it lead back toward anarchy and death? 


I do not believe that we can prepare for 
war and at the same time prepare for a 


‘world community. When humanity holds 


the weapon with which it can commit sul- 
cide, to put more power into the gun is to 
increase.the probability of disaster. 


Loaded Guns Are Tricky 


We are still making bombs and the bombs 
are making hate and suspicion. We are 
Keeping secrets and secrets breed distrust. 
I do not say we should now turn the secret 
of the bomb loose in the world, but are we 
ardently seeking a world in which there 
will be no need for bombs or secrets, a 
world in which men will be free? 


While we distrust Russia's secrecy and 
she distrusts ours, we walk together to 
certain doom. 


The basic principles of the Acheson-Lilien- 


thal report are scientifically sound and 


technically ingenious, but as Mr. Baruch 
wisely said, it is a problem not of physics 
but of ethics. There has been too much 
emphasis on legalisms and procedure; it is 
easier to denature plutonium than to dena- 
ture the evil spirit of man. 


The United Nations is the only instru- 
ment we have to work with in our struggle 
to achieve something better. But we have 
used U.N. to outvote the Russians on some 
occasions when the Russians were right, 


No one gainsays that the U.N. at times 
gives great evidence of eventually justify- 
ing the desperate hope that millions have 
in it. But time is not given to us. Many 
leaders express well the need for world au- 
thority and an eventual world government, 
but actual planning and action to this end 
have been appallingly slow. 


U.N. Is Too Slow 


Meanwhile, men high in government pro- 
pose defense or war measures which would 
not only compel us to live in a universal 
atmosphere of fear but would cost untold 
billions of dollars and ultimately destroy 
our American free way of life—even before 
a war. To retain even a temporary total 
security in an age of total war, government 
will have to secure total control. 


Restrictive measures will be required by 
the necessities of the situation, not through 
the conspiracy of willful men, Starting with 
the fantastic guardianship now imposed on 
innocent physics professors, outmoded 
thinkers will insidiously change men's lives 
more completely than did Hitler, fog the 
forces behind them will be more compelling. 


Before Hiroshima, leading physicists 
urged the War Department not to use the 
bomb against defenseless women and chil- 
dren. The decision was made in consid- 
eration of possible future loss of American 
lives—and now we have to consider possi- 
ble loss in future atomic bombings of mil- 
lions of lives. 


“Realism” vs. Fears, Hopes 


‘The old type of thinking can raise a 
thousand objections of “realism.” But such 
thought ignores the psychological realities. 
All men fear atomic war. All men hope for 
benefits from these new powers. Between 
the realities of man’s true_desires and the 
realities of man's danger, what are the ob- 
solete “realities” of protocol and military 
protection? 


Ignoring the realities of faith, good-will 
and honesty, we place too much faith in 
legalisma, treaties and mechanisms. We must 
begin through the U.N. Atomic Energy 
Commission to work for binding agreement, 
but America’s decision will not be made 
over a table. Our representatives depend 
ultimately on decisions made in the village 
square. : 

Science has brought forth this danger, 
but the real problem is in the minds and 
hearts of men. We will not change the 
hearts of other men by mechanism, but by 
changing our hearts and speaking bravely. 


We must be generous in giving to the 
world the knowledge we have of the forces 
of nature, after establishing safeguards 
against abuse. 


We must be not merely willing but ac- 
tively eager to submit ourselves to binding 
authority necessary for world security. 

We must realize we cannot simultaneous- 
ly plan for war and peace. 

When we are clear in heart and mind 
only then shall we find courage to sur- 
mount the fear which haunts the world.

Life on a Paris Island 


AURELIEN * Levis Aragon. Translated 


from the 
French by Eithne Wilkins, (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 
New York.) 


Done up in two volumes and priced at 


‘ $6, Mr. Aragon’s latest novel would seem 


some pickin’s. But if it is the publishers’ 
canny hope to add cachet by demanding 
double cash, this reviewer is confent to be 
a possible minority of one who hopes they 
miss their aim. 

Actually, what does the reader get in 
“Aurelien”? Well, he gets sex. Oh, not the 
sex of “Duchess Hotspur,” “Forever Am- 
ber,” or “The Strange Woman.” That of 
1922 Paris, rather: urbane, cynical, a-crawl 
with innuendo, feverishly fickle—a carrou- 
sel on quicksand, 

The name character, Aurelien Leurtillois, 
is a 30-year-old veteran of Verdun, Salont- 
ka, etc., a dilettante (he has never worked) 
who lives on his dividends and an island in 
the Seine. For three years he has been liv- 
ing a kind of “picnic-life.” He carries noth- 
ing to its logical conclusion—even love af- 
fairs. He has never attempted to hold a 
woman, never told a woman that he loved 
her. All this, that is, until Berenice ap- 
pears. 

* * + 

The 675 pages of this novel narrate the 
relationship between Aurelien, who has be- 
come the wooer, the importunate, the plan- 
ner of conjugal lifetimes, and Berenice, who 
loves him but doesn't want to belong to 
him, who fends him off taktalisingiy and 


‘then blows up because in desperation he 


turns to a bistro trollop for easier comfort. 

Berenice, like almost every other wom- 
an in this populous novel, is another man's 
wife; Aurelien, almost unique in being a 
single man, is like every other male in the 
novel in regarding the marriage tie as com- 
petitive rather than inhibitive. 

This prolonged pursuit among cocktails 
and arty conversation, night life and blase 
idlers scarcely ever generates any voltage. 
Its style occasionally sparkles (“From 
under the green turban, Mme. David's 
voice ... crept out like a snail from its 
shell“; “the rue Saint Louis-en-I'Ile, which 
is narrow and secret, with the shamed air 
of an intestine running through a noble 
body”). But essentially it is pretentious. 
and wordy, 

. * * 


Even its gallery of eccentrics, exhibition- 
ists, and sexual empiricists seem like talk 
ing pictures at an exhibition: Mary de Per- 
seval, whose baroque apartment includes a 
dining room lined with “the most extrava- 
gant collection of dickeys and white shirts”; 
Zamora, the painter-parody, with cliched 
wisecracks and rococo entertainment such 
as a private show at midnight; Adrien Ar- 
naud, who perhaps in custom-of-the-coun- 
try mode “lived with cousins ... and Isa- 
delle, his host’s wife, was on the whole a 
discreet and comfortable mistress.” Here 
are negation, inconsequence, the frustrated 
grabs of those who want all and win noth- 
ing. For they deserve nothing. 

Twenty years ago, Aldous Huxley did vir- 
tually the same operation on almost identi- 
cal characters, in “Point Counter Point.” 
Had Mr. Aragon written with Mr. Huxley's 
trenchancy, he might have saved his hack- 
neyed characters from the tedium they will 
almost inevitably induce.

No 
one, of course, has any idea how 
such a program would work out 
in detail, but certain obvious 
points are worth noting. 

First, the program. would cost 
money, but it would not be a 
question only of money. It would 
be necessary to make certain the 
money actually was used for the 
benefit of the many rather than 
for the profit of a few. That 
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would mean the close involvement 
of the United States in the politi- 
cal affairs of the Middle East. 

Second, no one who has seen 
the Middle East at first hand has 
the slightest doubt that such a 
program would work only with 
genuine British co-operation. 

Third, some new technique for 
ifinancing and managing the pro- 
gram, including large grants of 
authority, would be required. Fi- 
nally, in the opinion of the great 
majority of competent observers 
in the Middle East, unless some 
such program is undertaken, the 
whole area will sooner or later 
move into the sphere of Soviet in- 
fluence, with incalculable meaning 
for the future.

World War I came along and 
Dysart went into it as something 
with fewer hazards than running 
a mule farm. He served at Fort 
Leavenworth with the rank of 
captain and came through with 
none of the casualties that were 
common on the farm.

HYDE PARK, Tuesday. 
OR two years, displaced Jews 
F have waited for the day of 
freedom and in many cases 
they are still behind barbed wire. 
The question of Palestine is as 
far from being settled as it was 
when the war came to an end. 

I have reviewed many times in 
my own mind the history as the 
layman knows it. I realize per- 
fectly that, from a religious stand- 
point, Jews, Arabs and Christians 
all have an interest in the Holy 
Land. I realize also that the 
Arabs have an economic interest 
and a right in much of that area 
of the world. But the big powers, 
Great Britain among them, gave 
their consent to letting a certain 
area in Palestine be built up as a 
Jewish homeland. 

1 


JEWS WERE ALLOWED to 
emigrate there. Sacrifices, even of 
life, went into the settling and de- 
velopment of Palestine by the 
Jews. The Arabs have found 
their standards of living raised, 
and those who were unwilling to 
change to new methods have 
probably had a hard time. 

Under the British mandate, 
through money contributed by 
Jewish os in many parts of 
the world, areas of this country 
have gradually become settled and 
developed. Possibilities are out- 
lined for future development which 
many Jewish people feel will sup- 
port many more of their unfortu- 
nate brethren. It is true that, 
yet, the Arabs outnumber the Jews 
in most of this area, but there 
is no real reason why these two 
peoples, who have great similari- 
ties, cannot live in peace together. 
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Some of the writers whose are 
ticles I have read suggest that, 
because the Arabs control much 
oll and because the United States 
and Great Britain are both inter- 
ested in leasing this oll, they do 
not wish to offend the Arabs in 
any way. It seems to me, hon 
ever, that this question cannot be 
settled on a commercial basis.

WHEN WE ALLOWED the Jews 
to dream of a homeland and al- 
lowed many thousands of them te 
settle in Palestine—under the Brit- 
ish mandate to be sure, but with 
the hope that some day this would 
be their country—we tacitly gave 
our support to this final conclu- 
sion. 

We are obligated today to see 
it through, giving every consider- 
ation, of course, to the rights of 
the Arabs, guarding their access 
to the religious shrines that are 
sacred to them, and seeing that 
from the economic standpoint 
whatever is fair is done. 

I hope we will make sure that, 
under the United Nations, peace 
is assured in this area. Whatever 
the decisions are, they should be 
carried out under the protection 
of the United Nations or of those 
that the United Nations designate

t was pioneered by a Negro, 
solely for Negroes—to better liv- 
conditions for them and their 
children, 


North Heights is the realization 
of a life-long dream of Matthew 
„Bones“ Hooks, whose parents 
were slaves, Bones, in his career 
ag cowboy and professional horse- 
breaker, had ridden through town 


after town in which he found the 


sign, “Negro, Don’t Let the Sun 
Go Down on You Here.” The 
idea of founding an exclusively 
Negro community grew to dom- 
inate his thoughts, It would be a 
town for those Negroes bound by 
the economic shackles of the cot- 
ton country—a town not of rent- 
ers, but of home-owners, each per- 
gon holding an abstract, 


Bones moved to Amarillo in 1901 
to work as a horse-breaker, He 
was already one of the noted cow- 
boys of the West. He could ride 
horses bare-back that experienced 
riders feared to attempt with a 
saddle. With this reputation, 
Bones and his wife had no trouble 
buying in Amarillo. But other 
Negroes were not so well off. 


Like dregs in a cup, the Negroes 
had settled in the low part of 
Amarillo, along a railroad, in a 
rented shack section known as 
The Flats. Here they lived in an 
intermingling of joints 
and homes, school and saloons, 
church and houses of prostitution, 


North of the city was a tract 
of 105 acres, enough to provide 
homes for 30,000 Negroes. It was 
the strategic location for Bones’s 
Negro town, for it was far enough 
from the city to offer a pioneer- 
ing challenge to first settlers, and

Bones went to the mayor, Lee 
Bivins, a wealthy cattleman who 
had befriended the Negroes many 
times in quiet, unostentatious 
„I need help, Mr. Bivins,” 
he said. “My people will never 
rise from poverty until they do 
as your people did—pioneer.” He 
outlined his scheme, 


Bivins decided to feel Bones out. 
“You've got money, Bones,” he 
said, “Why didn’t you make the 
down payment?” 

“If I do it,” Bones answered, 
“my people will think I’m frying 
to make money off them. If you 


~ ali think it's something 
ig.” 


So Mayor Bivins bought the 

land. He knew that providing 
building space for Negroes was 
advantageous for the city, and he 
thought the investment would be 
sound, 
Bones named the development 
North Heights. The tract was 
surveyed and platted, and on Sept. 
15, 1926, a big opening-day sale, 
extensively advertised, was held. 
Down payments totaled $13,000. 
Then came a slump. Many who 
had been swayed by the excite- 
ment. of mass-buying, regretted 
that they had made the initial 
payment. One, demanding his 
money back, said: Can't nobody 
live out on that bare prairie. The 
coyotes and wolves would get us.“ 
Still, Bones devoted his days to 
ights and per- 
suading purchasefs to keep their 
payments up-to-date. 

The Negroes wouldn't listen. 
Bones realized they had to be 
shown. So he himself moved a 
house across the tracks and up 
the slopes. He induced an old 
woman to do the same. Soon an- 
other family followed. North 
Heights had begun, 
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HEN Bones put his lifetime 

savings—from horse ~- breaking, 

Pullman-portering, and from 
oil on a small tract that he owned 
~—into a two-story bullding which 
he intended ultimately to be a 
hospital, No Negro doctor would 
go out to the Heights then, so 
Bones adapted the building for 
Negro gatherings, and called it 
Pioneer Hall. . 

He moved into the second story. 
rented out apartments to those 
who were planning homes in the 
Heights, rented a club-room to the 
Negro Masons, and furnished 
amusements in the large audito- 
rium to attract Negroes and ac- 
custom them to coming to the 
Heights. 

He held dances each week; the 
fees charged enabled him to pay 
his living expenses, meet the 
monthly -mortgage payments on 
his hall and be free to spend his 
time talking about the Heights 
and planning for its development. 
But for years that Hall stood in 
treeless isolation on the short

grass plains, with only a pitifully 


' few homes nbéar it. 


Meanwhile, Bones hammered at 
the theme he knew so well: “This 
country has grown from a wilder- 
ness just because white people 
starved and froze and worked 
early and late, They didn't sit 
down and wait for someone to 
give them something. They went 
after it themselves, That's what 
you've got to do.” 

After a while a few more Neg- 
roes built near Pioneer Hall. 
Bones used his influence to get a 
water main extended from the 
city, then a gas main and elec- 
tricity. A paved street was run 
through the center of the develop- 
ment, Pioneering in the Heights 
gradually became popular. 

Not many home in the Heights 
have been fianced by white people. 
A Negro, the late 8. C. Patton, 
superintendent of the Negro 
schools in Amarillo, built 16 
houses, each in response to an ap- 
peal. A $50 down-payment was 
made, the balance paid by the 
month, Banks and lumber com- 
panies helped those who had jobs 
and good financial ratings. 

Today there are more than 500 
houses in North Heights, 70 per 
cent of them owned by the occu- 
pants. There is not a _ poorly 
lighted or crowded house in the 
subdivision, Boys and girls and 
their dogs romp in the yards, on 
vacant lots and in Bones Hooks 
Park. Natural gas for cooking 
and heating, telephones, a store, 
a branch postoffice, a bus line 
to the city, make life comfortable. 

Civic pride and civic enter- 
prises engross the residents of the 
Heights. Bones organized a club 
for Negro yqungsters, the Dogie 
Club, Its athletic and good-citizen- 
ship activities have kept juvenile 
delinquency almost to the vanish-

ing point, There are six churches, 
all with outside study circles, and 
an excellent school. A Business- 
men's Club, with membership 
from both Heights and Flats, 
holds weekly luncheons to discuss 
the *betterment of conditions in 
both sections. The first Negro 
chapter of the American Legion 
in Texas was organized by a 
Heights home owner, Flynn Wil- 
liams. A Negro doctor has built 
and maintains a well equipped 
modern hospital, and ground has 
been broken for a movie house, 
* 
ODAY Bones Hooks ia nearly 
80 and looks 60. He moves as 
lightly and gracefully as a 
young man and is still devoted to 
the improvement of North Heights 
and his peogie. If he makes a 
trip, he tries to advise Negroes 
in other cities and to bring home 
something to help the Negroes of 
Amarillo. If he learns that a 
being abandoned 
some part of Amarillo, he tries 
to get it moved to the Heights. 
If a church is razed by the white 
people, Bones tries to get the 
colored windows, the altar, the 
flooring, for a church in the 
Heights. 

Most of the Negroes of Texas's 
Panhandle live in Amarillo, and 
half of these now live in North 
Heights. The majority of those 
who are still renting have bought 
lots and are ready to build as soon 

materials are available. Be- 
cause of the influence of the 
Heights, Amarillo Negroes have 
cost the city less and less for 
law enforcement and indigence 
and have returned more and more 
in ‘producing capacity and in 
taxes paid. The rise in the 
Negroes’ living standards has 
automatically raised the level of 
living in the city.

On days when the air is humid, 
bread has more moisture in it 
than on a dry day and a higher 
temperature in the fat will be re- 
quired to brown the moist cube 
in a given time. Again, no two 
women will be equally accurate in 
cutting the cube to a prescribed 
size and no two women will 
agree when the cube browns to 
the right color in the specified 


time. 

If the bread cube test were de- 
pendable, it would only indicate 
the temperature at the rinning

YOKOHAMA, May 14 (UP)—A 
Japanese appraiser today identi- 
fied an eight-carat diamond from 
the collection of Col. Edward J. 
Murray as a jewel he saw in 1944 
in the possession of the Koeiki 
Eidan, a Japanese Government 
purchasing agency, 

The witness, Kinomatsu Suwa, 
was permitted to testify in Mur- 
ray’s trial after six hours of 
wrangling over his qualification 
as a diamond expert. Murray is 
charged with stealing $2 
worth of jewels while he wag cus- 
todian of the vaults of the Bank 
of Japan. 

Yesterday, two other witnesses 
identified a four-carat yellow dia- 
mond as having once been in the 
possession of the Koeiki Eldan, 
The testimony was a prosecution 
attempt to trace the gems back to ~~ 
the Bank of Japan vault.
